even in Salt Lake Cliy.

Such i the assertion which you hear on every
hand when you talk with the” Mormons re; gard-
ing their women, They will sy, “If my wife is
diseatisfied she may zo. 1 would not try to pre-
yent it.  Our women are the freest on earth.
Let us look into this also. In the first place, the
assertion Is utterly false, the refutation of It
being patent to any who inquires Into thelr life.
Women have no rights, no property. Hereto-
fore there has been no chance for them to
escape, Examples are numerons where they
have tried to eseape and have been bronght back,
though generally the fact does not come before
the publie. I will call the attention of the Mor-
mons themselves to one or two cases, which it
would be very hard for them to deny.

PROTECTING TREIR HONOR,

One thing about this people wnd their family
aflairs Is worthy of commendation. Woe to the
nulucky wight who, emulating Adom, cats of
the forbidden fruil of this modern Eden. I de-
tected, his punishment 1s swift, sure, and certain
denth, withoat even the formality of a trial
The ontraged husband or brother does not hesl-
tte to wreak vengeance on the offender, and
there is no law to punish hilm for the act. It is
tunght them from the pulpit, it s taught them
from the counell, and with sneh laws no honor-
able man will find fault, Would that véengeance
for stich wrongs was as swift, sure, and deadly
In this country; there wounld then be less of that
Kind of erime in our midst. It eannot be denfed
that in many of the virtues of life the Mormons
wre our superiors, but, as before romnrked, there
i no renson why they should Lie so.

The Mormons are divided among themselves
regarding polygamy. Those who adhers to
mounogamy s n religious tenet are those who
follow the lendership ef Joseph Bmith, the
prophet. Most of (hig class live }11 Missouri nnd
lllinois, though many nre scattered through this
Territory and in California. And aside from the
lenders nnd wealthy Mormons in this clty, 1
think that, were the people allowed a volce, they
would prunnuma againgt it. The leaders of the
Church claim that their rophet, JogephfSmith,
wis a pluralist, though his widow and sons con-
tend that he wae not, and deny the authenticlty
of a revelation which degrades them to the level
of barbarians fn family affairs. This schism
will be one of the causes which in God's own
time will rend this people nsunder, causing their
downinll; for the book they pretend to worship
SnyE }Hl:.:li “a house divided against Mself connot
standa.
